Ottawa, May 2.— At 2 o'clock this 
moniing Sir Charles Tupper introduced 
an important anioiidinont in reference to 
the uxcisu duty on a|)iri(3 manufactured 
from raw or uiiiiialted grain, which used 
to bo thu same as on spirits manufactured 
exclusively from malted barley. The ex- 
cise duty on cigarottus, weighing less than 
throo pounds per thousand, is increased 
from twenty to sixty cents a pound, and 
weighing more than three pounds here- 
after to be a dollar per pound. Thu in- 
cise duty on cigars, when put up in pack- 
ages, containing less than ton cigars each 
is to be a seven dollars a thousand; tho 
old rate was six dollars.

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COMBINATIONS IN TKADE. 

Mr. William W. Cook, of the Now 
York bar, \\m written a littlo book on 
Trusts, showing the character, legality 
and mode of orgaiii/.ivtioii uf llio recent 
Combinations in tiiulo, which is tiiiu'ly 
i-eaJiiig just now. From this book we 
Ji-arii ill conciao form a great dual about 
trusts, Foiniurly when it was thought 
(Icainible to mako a coiubiiiation, say 
among cotton mauufacturors or sugar ro- 
iitiors, for tlie purposo of limiting |)r<)- 
iluctioii or advancing prices, it was done 
by simple-agreement between the different 
companies. But it was found that such 
agreements were not sufficiently binding, 
and could not be enforced. Thereupon 
the trust was devised, by which tho i)i o- 
perty, or a controlling interest in it, of all 
the companies who desire to coiiibmo in a 
certain lino of production is coiiveyoil to 
certain trustees, who liave all tho legal 
power and control of ownership. A trust 
is, theroforo, a combination of many coni- 
]ieting concerns under one inaiiagcinent 
which thereby reduces tho coat, regulates 
the amount of production and. increases 
the price for which the article is sold. 
A trust - always . aims to secure all 
or nearly all the competing ■ concerns 
in its line and so obtain a 
monopoly of it. Of course there are 
many varieties of trusts, but the object is 
the same. It is a sellish object, dosigiiud 
to deprive consumers of the benefits of 
competition, and as George Stephen.son 
long ago observed, "Where combination 
is possible competition is impossible." 
Ajyropos of this observation of the famous 
inventor of the railway engine, it may be 
remarked that the railway history of the 
past twenty years has sadly cunlirined it. 
A' few great and' powerful railway systems 
have absorbed' tUe.'sraall and weak lines in 
England and France, and are fast working 
to the same end in America. Each system 
aims at and obtains exclusive control of 
the traflio in its own district. Tlie 
■Slimdard Oil Trust was a pioneer among 
the producing and manufacturing combi- 
nations of the new world. It was formed 
in January, 1882, its nine trustees holdiii'^ 
the stock of many corporatinna. These 
trustees all reside in New York. They 
have issued -990,000,000 of trust cectiii- 
cateli, and stiice each certificate is worth 
$165 on the marjcet to-day, tho real 
capital of the trust is $148,600,000. The 
trust has 'declared a dividend erery three 
luonttis sihce' iis existence, 'and - last year 
its profits were about 820,000,000. This 
trust has in its employ some 2u,000 
.'lion, and refines about '/3 pur cent, 
of all tho oil tiiat is rotined in America. 
The sugar trust dates from October, 18M7, 
,111 J already embraces tho majority of tlio 
rt;liiHiries in tlio republic, tho object being 
to control the price of the 2,800,000,0110 
lbs. of sugar consumed in tlio United 
•States annually. The sugar trust has de- 
oreased Ihe pr6d.uction and closed a num- 
ber of refineries, and increased tho price 
of sugar about one c^n^a pound during 
lihe past year. The stock representing 
tho closed refineries receives the samo 
dividend as that of other concerns in t lu^ 
coinbination. Tliero is a coltoii seed oil 
trust, an envelope trust, a glass ti ii.st, a 
New York meat trust, an oil cloth trust, 
a saiul-stono trust, a |)itcli and C(jal t.ir 
trust, and a long list of other trusts con- 
trolling the production and prices of up- 
holsterers' felt, lead, lead pencils, cart- 
ridges, oatmeal, agricultural implements, 
whiskey, stoves, iwatches . and watch oases, 
clothes ' '-wriiigers,' '-earpetSi 'iiails, cof- 
iins, cordage, ';.planM, ' alb ' Wd' ;beer, 
ttilver plate arid ' steel rails'. From 
this partial list it will be 
■aeon that the entire niiinufaoturiiig indus- 
try of the republic is being swiftly drawn 
into tho trust maelstrom. These combin- 
iitioiiH and their iiitorestod upholders rea- 
son strongly in support of their schonies. 
'I'hey can give cheaper production, dis- 
poiiHO with a multitude of suporiiitoiidents 
imd traveling salesmen, give greater se- 
curity to employees, and more certain re- 
turns to capital, and large, new enterprises 
requiring large capital can be successfully 
undertaken. But behind all this fair rea- 
soning lurks the spirit of selfish monopoly 
— monopoly of which nearly throe centur- 
ies ago Lord Coke said there wore liircu 
iiiovitablo results. Those rosults, as ho 
put it, are: (1) "That the price of tho 
same commodity will be raised; (2) that 
tho commodity ii not to good as before; 



(3) that it tends to the impovorishinont of 
divorn artisans, nrtilicevs aiul otliors."

In the Middle Ages slioes of an c.t- 
travagunt length became jwpnlai-. In 
the reign of Kicliaid II tlie tips of s<iina 
reached to the knee, to wliich they wrvn 
Bocured by gold and silver cliains. 'I hu 
upper parts were freipieiitly cut to imi- 
tate ohuroli windows. Such shoes wcvo 
■called -.^'GrackQwa,*'- after the city of Cra- 
cow. They were introduced into E:ig 
hind in the reign of Uiclianl 11 liy .lolin, 
tlie grandfatlier of his (iiieeii. Scvt ial 
bulls were issued against these extiava- 
gance.s, but long toetl shoes held their 
own for nearly 300 years. 

The English jiarlianieiit at one time 
regulated by act not only tlie (iiialily of 
the leather, but the number of stilelifs 
to bo taken in making every si ii w. In 
1463 parliament prohibited the making 
of any shoes "for the uiiprivile^;t'd 
classes" wilh points more tlian two 
inclies long. Tlie top liools, .so laniiliur 
to us in tlie pictures of the early Puri- 
tans, were introduced in the iSi.vteeiilli 
century. — ^Plilladulphiu Times. 



Rinsing; Out roiiMtns. 
A curious and novel method of fsaving 
life in certain c.xses of ])oisoiiiii;^ lias lieeu 
originated by Dr. Carlo .Sanipiirieo, of 
Sienna. By largely inei-easing ihe vol- 
uino of the blot)d, whicli can lie (kjue iiy 
injecting into the arteries saline Milutioiid 
to the amount of about 8 per cent, of tho 
weight of tlie animal, the {loisons are 
actually rinsed out luid eliminated from 
the system. In tliis way the lives of 
dogs and guinea pigs were saved afUT 
being dosed with deadly amounts of 
utrychniue, elilciral, alroiiol, acoiiitine, 
Jiaraldehyde, ealTrine and uirllian. W illi 
certain other jxiisoiis, as moi pliiiit', cuia- 
rine and nicotine, tho method faiJeil. It 
is not at all impossible that this di.seo very 
may introduce an improved trealment, 
not only for gases of iroisoning, but for 
certain diseases. — New York Mail and 
Expr^.

'WTealthy Bleu Wlio IIiivo it Hit; ^tnrlc ol 
Quns oni Hand in Gnu .Stnrat;» liooins, 
In a dingy little workshop near Univer- 
sity place two men were busy one day last 
week cleaning the barrel of a shotgun. 
They were hearty looking Scots and 
worked slowly, stopping at short intervals 
ti) lake a |)articuiarly long pull at their 
black briarwood pipes and to eye their 
work critically.

As we were traveling through 
tt nitbcr dry region the- urliclo came in 
play for our plain repasts." — ^Frauk 
bcslie's.

W. iMeF.-irlanil, secretary of the 
Capilano Water Works Co,, yesterday 
sliowe<l a represoiitative of Tun Coloni.st 
four phologiaphs of the source of supply, 
where tho dam is constructed. One jiic- 
ture is taken from below tho dam, and 
shows tho extent of work thtit has been 
done. The (l.am is 125 feet in width, at 
one side being a iluiiiu fur luweriiig or 
raising the water at will, and for tho 
escape of waste. At the other side the 
water jiasaea into a well, and thrrfugh a 
series of screens before it entora the 22- 
inch steel pipe whicli carries it to the 
canon below. Uoro there is a stoop 
descent tliruiigl: a Ki-iiich pipe, which 
again empties into two J'J-incli jiipes cros- 
sing fclio immnvH at the eiitraneo to Bur- 
rard Iiilot. A Kl-inch pipo carries the 
wator from thu liilut to tioorgia street, 
and after this a 12-iiich main runs along 
(ieorgia street and Wcatniinater avenue, 
branches leading off to tho various por- 
tions of tho city. Tho other pictures ;ire 
taken from above and at each aido of tho 
dam. Tho works uro situated seven miles 
from tho liilot, in tho midst of primeval 
solitude, the mountains capped with per- 
petual snow, rising a couple of thousand 
foot above in tho background. The water
